Claremont’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce went on record this week 
as being opposed to the proposed 
location of the high tension 
power line of the Metropolitan 
water district along the base of 
the foothills. A letter of protest 
was forwarded to the State Rail¬ 
road Commission, many com¬ 
plaints from foothill property 
owners already being on file. The 
power line, intended to bring 
power to Pasadena and the met¬ 
ropolitan district from Boulder 
Dam, may skirt through the 
northern section of Sierra Madre. 
Claremont’s protest is based on 
the idea that the proposed power 
line would be a constant fire 
hazard. 


A check for $4,287 was re¬ 
ceived by Ciey Clerk Waverly E. 
Pratt Wednesday from the coun¬ 
ty assessor’s office as first pay¬ 
ment on Sierra Madre’s real 
property tax collection. The 
amount is eight percent in ex¬ 
cess of last years initial pay¬ 
ment, which totalled only $3,971, 
according to Pratt. The complete 
tax returns will amount to be¬ 
tween $55,000 and $56,000. 

Wednesday was the tax pay¬ 
ment deadline at the tax collec¬ 
tor’s officer, all payments re¬ 
ceived after that date being pen¬ 
alized eight percent. April 20 
the second installment of taxes 
will become delinquent.

BREAKS RECORDS 


H erbert c. legg, this dis¬ 
trict’s new member of the 
Board of Supervisors is 
establishing all manner of rec¬ 
ords. Completion this week ~<i the 
official count of the vote cast 
at the November election shows 
that he not only received the 
greatest majority ever given a 
supervisor in the district but 
polled the highest vote and re- 
| ceived the largest majority ever 
i given a supervisor in Los Angeles 
| county. 

When he took the oath and 
assumed his duties on Monday he 
was immediately elected chair¬ 
man of the board, his name be¬ 
ing presented by J. Anson Ford, 
another new member. It was the 
first time in a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury that a newly elected mem¬ 
ber has been given the chair¬ 
manship. 

In accepting ibe position Mr. 
Legg issued a statement in which 
he declared that "It will be 
necessary, unless some financial ; 
‘miracle’ occurs, for this county I 
at the beginning of the next 
fiscal year, Julyl, 1935, either to 
issue registered warrants or tax 
anticipation warrants. This will 
be due, for the first time in 18 ' 
years, to the exhaustion of the j 
county’s reserve funds, for which j 
no provision was made in the 
present levy. 

"Without any school district re- j 
serve funds for 1935-36 the j 
schools ot the county also may 
go on a registered warrant or! 
tax anticipation basis, according! 
to the County Auditor." 

Supervisor Legg then appealed 
to the citizens of the entire coun¬ 
ty to aid the Board in solving of 
the multitudinous problems which 
confront it says, “It is my earn¬ 
est wish that the taxpayers, in¬ 
dividually as well as in their col¬ 
lective groups, regard themselves 
as allies in a stringent campaign 
of government economy."

Proposal Passed Upon At 
Polls Said To Be Im¬ 
perfectly Drawn

M IRED in a bog of conflict¬ 
ing provisions, the sched¬ 
uled constitutional conven¬ 
tion, approved by a narrow mar¬ 
gin at the recent general elec¬ 
tion, seems destined to end before 
it has begun-—in the graveyard 
of imperfectly drafted legislation! 

And there is more than a little 
irony in the fact that the pro¬ 
posed* convention to draft a new 
State constitution will probably 
be thrown into the discard be¬ 
cause the act calling it is un¬ 
constitutional. 

But on the other hand, there 
are Increasing indications that 
the law’s delays and uncertain¬ 
ties—at least in this instance— 
will prove a blessing in disguise 
Desirable in thepry, the consti¬ 
tutional convention would have 
probably proved a tremendous li¬ 
ability in fact, especially due to 
the current wave of radicalism 
and the widespread tendency 
toward experimentation. Adopting 
a new constitution during a per¬ 
iod of transition and revolution¬ 
ary change, which would be ex¬ 
pected to stand the test of time, 
would undoubtedly have been fool¬ 
hardy and dangerous. 

Although the State’s attorneys 
are still arguing the legal com¬ 
plexities of the situation, there is 
little or no prospect that the con¬ 
stitutional convention will beheld. 
The act, calling the convention, 
provided, at the outset, that the 
Governor should issue a procla¬ 
mation forthwith announcing the 
fact that the convention had been 
called. It then provided that the 
next Legislature (which meets in 


within 

date of the election calling it. 

This latter provision is in di¬ 
rect conflict with Section 2, Ar¬ 
ticle 18 of the State Constitu¬ 
tion, setting forth the system to 
be followed in providing for a 
consitutional convention. This sec¬ 
tion, which the new act failed to 
repeal, is as follows: 

"The convention (constitutional 
convention) shall consist of a 
number of delegates not to ex¬ 
ceed that of both branches of the 
Legislature, who .shall be chosen 
in the same manner, and have 
the same qualifications as mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature.” 

Inasmuch as legislators are not 
chosen at special elections, and 
in view of the fact that the act 
calling the constitutional conven¬ 
tion provides that it shall meet 
within three months from elec¬ 
tion. the State’s legal authorities 
are of the opinion that the pro¬ 
posed constitutional convention is 
unconstitutional. The next elec¬ 
tion for the selection of legisla¬ 
tors will not be held until 1936. 

From the standpoint of rural 
California the proposed consti¬ 
tutional convention ,at least as 
intended, would have been ex¬ 
ceedingly dangerous. The pro¬ 
vision that the convention "shall 
consist of a number of delegates 
not to exceed that of both 
branches of the Legislature, and 
chosen in the same manner” 
would, in all probability, have 
placed the convention under the 
absolute domination of the urban 
districts. 

The present Legislature, due to 
the Federal plan of reapportion¬ 
ment .sponsored by the farm or¬ 
ganization, gives control of the 
Senate (40 members) to the 
rural areas, while the cities con¬ 
trol the Assembly (80 members), 
but the election of 120 members 
to "a single house convention” 
would have destroyed the system 
of "checks and balances” which 
has always been recognized as 
fundamental to the welfare of 
Democratic government. And the 
Federal plan of legislative repre¬ 
sentation -the greatest safeguard 
of agriculture’s welfare in the 
Legislature—would probably have 
been abolished by act of the con¬ 
stitutional convention.

early spring like the Bridal 
Wreaths, Lilacs and Flowering 
Almonds, should not be prunned 
now or you will cut off the 
blooming wood. 

The prevailing practice of cut¬ 
ting the ends uf all stems has 
the effect of destroying the na¬ 
tural habit of growth and pro¬ 
ducing stiff, leggy plants hav¬ 
ing all tlieir green at the top 
and bare, ugly wood beneath. 
The stiff, formal effect is not 
so pleasing in the informal gar¬ 
den. Shrubs, in their youth, 
throw up young vigorous shoots 
from the base constantly. But if 
these stems are left without thin¬ 
ning, in a few years there is 
room for no more new shoots 
and they stop coming. If the 
old wood is cut out annually, 
new growth will come in to fill 
in, keeping the shrub always 
youthful and graceful.

If the 
Townsend plan has done nothing 
more ,it has indicated a crystal¬ 
lization of public sentiment in 
favor of some sort of old-age 
pension Whether it will be the 
Townsend plan with its economic 
feature of easy spending with the 
idea that easy spending leads to 
a self evolving tax or a straight 
old-age pension congress will de¬ 
termine but it* will determine 
something. The brain trust no 
doubt is by this time going over 
the Townsend plan and congress 
will not be in session long before 
President Roosevelt's professor 
will be telling him whether it 
will "work” or not.

O'Connor was disappointed, but 
he took his defeat very philosoph¬ 
ically. He was a good-natured man, 
with a happy disposition, and he 
continued his friendship with Mr. 
and Mrs. Manning. 

At this stage of the Investigation 
Detective Fox made an important 
discovery. 

It was that on the August eve¬ 
ning of the -day he disappeared 
O’Connor had made an engagement 
to take dinner with the Manning!

is about 750 acre-feet a season, 
while the average season’s runoff 
down the east end of Grand 
View avenue is 275 acre-feet. If 
these combined flows are In¬ 
creased to any great extent in 
time of flood, both Sierra Madre 
property and Arcadia property is 
in danger of serious washouts. 

It is pointed out that while 
the basins might not have suf¬ 
ficient capacity to settle the en¬ 
tire rush of water in flood, they 
have been engineered in such a 
maimer that they will effectively 
i check the rate of flow of any 
such onrush. And it is that rate, 
and not necessarily the quantity 
of water, which causes havoc in 
; flood. 

As the project is theoretically 
capable of saving in excess of 
1,025 acre-feet of water a year, 
and the accepted value of under¬ 
ground wat€r is $10 per acre 
I foot, the value of the water 
I saved is fixed by the engineers 
at about $10,250. Such a figure 
might mean little if normal rain¬ 
fall occured year in and year out, 
and might mean much if many 
! subnormal years passed, they 
j agree. 

When City Business Manager 
A1 S. Myers conferred with city 
and county engineers in the lat¬ 
ter part of 1931 as to the ad¬ 
visability of laying definite plans 
for the completion of a city con¬ 
servation and flood control pro¬ 
ject on the location of the water 
pumping plant, there was no in¬ 
dication that the city might ex¬ 
pect outside help in financing the 
work except a little encourage¬ 
ment the coimty might give. 
Blueprints were drawn up for 
preliminary work, and the three 
year's job was started. The pro¬ 
ject quickly won support of the 
the county flood control depart¬ 
ment and the conservation as¬ 
sociation and the county con¬ 
tributed in a meager way. 

But not until the Federal estab¬ 
lishment of the Civil Works Ad¬ 
ministration was hope seen for 
the ultimate success of the ven¬ 
ture. Myers conferred with coun¬ 
ty officials, and at last CWA 
funds were secured for substan¬ 
tial support of the work. Later 
County Flood Control funds were ; 
secured to finance the building 
of the 30-inch pipeline conduit 
from the Little Santa Anita 
Flood Control dam to the spread¬ 
ing grounds, and the project was 
finished under the State Emer¬ 
gency Relief Administration set¬ 
up. 

Sierra Madre furnished a to¬ 
tal of $13,778.88, the CWA ex¬ 
pended $50,600.40, the Flood Con¬ 
trol district furnished $3000, 
while the SERA contributed $4,- 
139.50 toward the work. Of the 
entire amount, $7,500 was spent 
for materials .the rest going for 
skilled, unskilled and semi-skilled 
labor. 

The completed project consists 
primarily of the four major set¬ 
tling basins and one desilting 
basin on the spreading grounds 
proper. These basins are fed 
water by means of a series of 
distribution ditches and lateral 
conduits, which in themselves 
have a capacity of almost two- 
acre feet. Numerous check dams 
arc constructed at strategic 
points throughout the system to 
control the How of water. Lead-
